Board suspends teacher 
pending special hearing

An English teacher at the Romulus 
Senior High School has been suspended 
pending a hearing under the Teachers’ 
Tenure Act as a result of complaints 
about poetry she aJlegedly handed out 
to students. 

The teacher, Dollie Harvard, of 30986 
Ecorse, Romulus, was suspended with 
pay after Romulus school Supt. Robert 
L. McConeghy filed charges against 
her with the Romulus Board of 
Education. 


McConeghy said the charges were 
filed while the board was in executive 
session on Nov. 20 and that he could not 
make specific details public. 

The board voted unanimously for the 
supsension in a special 4-minute 
general session that convened at 7:58 
p.m. following the closed session. 

Board President Carl Morris added 
that the special session was called at 
the request of two board members. 

Under the tenure act, a teacher is 
entitlted to a hearing, either public or 


private at his option, before the Board 
of Education. The hearing must be held 
not less than 30 days nor more than 45 
days from the date that charges are 
filed. 

Mrs Havard, who has been with the 
school district since 1966, Monday 
evening said she will request a private 
hearing. 

Since the charges were filed on Nov. 
20, the hearing must be between Dec. 20 
and Jan. 4. 

The charges against Mrs. Harvard 
resulted from complaints bv parents 


that she had distributed to students in a 
literature class copies of poetry they 
called “filthy and disgusting.” 

The peoms are from a book entitled 
“The Pill Versus the Springhill Mine 
Disaster,” by Richard Brautigan. 

Although the irate parents were 
warned at a previous meeting they 
should not attempt to influence the 
board, which must act as judge at the 
hearing, several returned on Nov. 25 to 
learn what action had been taken.

Complaints keep department officials hopping

If the second year of existence of the 
Romulus Department of Responsive 
Government is as busy as the first, 
expect a pair of weary officials in City 
Hall come next November. 

For Danny Lambert and Gary 
Bingamen, the city’s 2-man complaint 
department, business has been 
booming. 

“We get an average of 20 to 25 phone 
calls a day from citizens w ith problems 
that need solving,” said Lambert, the 
department’s director. “A lot of them 
are minor and require maybe just one 
call on our part to clear up. but others 
are big and take some work to solve.” 

Lambert, 49. and Bingamen, 28, are 


♦roubleshooters for the public. Their 
department affords residents with 
problems or complaints an opportunity 
to make their feelings known to City 
Hall without getting the “run-around” 
from officials who may not have the 
time, or concern , for their welfare. 

“The department w-as established to 
give the people a voice to the govern- 
ment,” added Lambert, who began 
running the office alone a year ago 
after its formation by Mayor Terry 
Troutt. 

Previous to that, the city had no 
department solely to help solve the day- 
to-day problems of its citizenry, he 
said 

Lambert said the volume of calls 


from residents with house , water, 
sewer and rubbish problems has been 
extraordinary. 

“It keeps me under continuous 
pressure and I even get calls at 1 or 2 in 
morning sometimes,” he added 

The pressure was eased substantially 
when Bingamen joined the department 
in January from his post as coordinator 
of the city’s effort to construct more 
parks. Before that, he managed the 
Sheraton Hotel at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport. 

The two troubleshooters said they 
feel the department has provided a 
much-needed “direct line” to city 
government for residents. Not only do 
they listen to the complaints and 
problems of Romulus citizens, but they

do “everything in our power” to see 
that the situations are corrected. 

Lambert a 20-year resident of 
Romulus, was hired in 1955 by then- 
supervisor Troutt to be the Romulus 
Township ordinance enforcement of- 
ficer. In 1965 he w r ent into independent 
contracting and then the excavating 
business, where he stayed until re- 
joining Troutt’s administration last 
November. 

Since assuming the directorship of 
the Department of Responsive 
Government, I^ambert has been in- 
strumental in securing a bigger voice in 
the government for the people, par- 
ticularly through the creation of a 
monthly “citizens’ complaint night” at 
City Hall when the public may confront 


the City Council and mayor with 
problems and concerns 
Bingamen, who manned the 
department himself during July and 
August when Lambert was ill, said 
several other area cities have inquired 
about the effect iness and success of the 
department, “hut none have started 
similar programs as far as I know.” 

Lambert added that the majority of 
complaints called into the department 
deal with drainage and road problems 
and beefs with building contractors 
The latter used to be a large problem, 
because building ordinances weren’t 
strongly enforced. “Now the contractor 
must post a bond when he starts a job 
and if he doesn t comply by a certain 
date he’s out, he added 


Although troubleshooting for the 
public is all part of a day’s work for 
Lambert and Bingamen, their efforts 
don’t go unrewarded. Filed away in 
their office next door to the mayor’s is a 
folder stuffed with “thank you’’ letters 
and notes of appreciation from citizens 
they have vailed out of trouble. 

“It makes you feel like a million 
dollars,” Lambert said. “I get a lot of 
satisfaction from helping someone, and 
1 feel good When people call to say 
thanks 

“It goes back to sincerity - you have 
to want to do it or it’ll be difficult. Some 
people call and leave their number if 
we’ re not in. but they don’t expect a 
reply. Then when one of us calls they 
don’t believe it.” 


Grant officer to begin search 
for Romulus' money pie slice 


Striving to obtain as much county, 
state and federal grant money as 
possible for the city comprise the duties 
of Romulus’ newly-appointed com- 
munity assistance director 
Charles Omarzu, 40, of 37523 Castle 
Drive, will begin working with local and 
national agencies Monday to obtain 
available grant-allocated funds for 
road, drain and park construction and 
maintenance, and for upgrading fire 
and police service 
In addition, Omarzu will study the 
presence of numerous abandoned 
homes in Romulus and formulate a plan 
for rehabilitating the boarded-up and 
sometimes vandalized buildings Most 
of the houses are owned by the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Mayor Tern’ L Troutt, is making the 
appointment of Omarzu to the post, said 
the creation of the job is “long over- 
due’ ’ and that the previous lack of such 
a person caused the city annually to 
lose out on thousands of dollars in grant 
funds 

“I don’t think Romulus is getting 
anywhere near its proper share of 
federal grant money.” he said earlier 
this month when making the original 
proposal to hire a grant director if 
you don’t know how to apply for it 
properly you won’t get your share ” 
He added that $2 5 million in federal 
money will become available to cities 
on Jan 1. and that Romulus deserves to 
receive its proper share of the total 


The City’ Council transferred $21,000 
from the general budget to the Com- 
munity Assistance and Development 
budget, from which Omarzu will 
receive a $15,500 salary’ Troutt said the 
salary' figure will be subject to a raise 
after evaluations of Omarzu’s progress 
on the job 

The mayor has sole authority to hire 
the grant director, and his appointment 
of Omarzu did not need council ap- 
proval Troutt said he interviewed four 
men for the post, the only applicants, 
and chase Omarzu on the basis of his 


educational and professional 
background 

Omarzu, whose wile, Joan teaches 
second and third grades at Romulus 
Elementary School, most recently was 
a graduate assistant instructor at 
Wayne State University while doing 
work 'on a doctorate in political science. 

Troutt said he believes the creation of 
the grant director’s post will prove 
invaluable to the city 

“I’m confident that Mr. Omarzu wdll 
obtain for Romulus 200 times the 
amount of his salary in grant funds,” he 
added.

A review and update of 
activities for the next two 
years in now being con- 
ducted by the Van Buren 
Township Community 
Development Department, 
according to Department 
Director Ben R. Robertson. 

“One of the most im- 
portant aspects of com- 
munity development is 
public support and public 
knowledge of what 
development means to it,” 
Robertson said in explaining 
the department’s operations. 

He added that the key to 
community development is 


having a master plan and 
then following this plan 

The plan must be in- 
telligent and it must meet 
the desires of the com- 
munity, he continued. To do 
so the total community must 
support this program and the 
people must know what 
development means to it, he 
said. 

Industry can play an 
important part in com- 
munity development 
especially when located in 
planned areas, Robertson 
said and added: 


“New industry within a 
community multiplies the 
effect of wage and salary 
payments. As a con- 
sequence, income and sales 
taxes increase with the 
expanded business.” 

The effect of new industry 
is a local income multiplier 
of approximately two times 
the original investment 
Robertson stated. ‘‘This 
means that a new plant with 
a $500,000 annual payroll 
may be expected to cause of 
total increase of local in- 
comes of $1 million,” he said. 


“It also means increased 
incomes to those families 
who obtain either direct or 
directly - related jobs. It 
means a stronger tax base 
from which to provide 
services,” he added. 

Asked if the community 
will proceed with the 
development concept, 
Robertson said: 

“In Van Buren Tow'nship, 
the decision has been made 
that we will proceed with 
active intelligent develop- 
ment and growth.” 

He added that growth is 


coming to the Van Buren 
Township area at a rapid 
pace and it will be even more 
rapid when the economy gets 
back on track. “This means 
we have to be ready for it 
with excellent planning, 
available sites and people 
who have the knowledge to 
aid in this development,” he 
said. 

He stated that the ground 
work has been laid in Van 
Buren Township. Surveys 
and sites are available, 
transportation is excellent 
and labor is plentiful.

In 'prestigious' assignments 


Faust to serve on 3 committees next term 


The state senator from 
Western Wayne County has 
landed three committee 
assignments which he 
believes will help his con- 
stituents. 

State Sen. William Faust 
<D-13th District) has been 
designated chairman of the 
State Affairs Committee in 
the Senate and will serve on 
the edication and 
Agriculture and Consumer 
Affairs committees during 
the next term in the 
Legislature. 

“State affairs is the second 
most prestigious committee 
in the Senate,” Faust said. 
“Virtually, every individual 


who receives a license from 
the state for a skill is af- 
fected by the committee’s 
work. 

“So I’m proud and excited 
at having the opportunity to 
chair its meetings.” 

“The committee will be 
working on such items as 
consideration of malpractice 
insurance reform for state 
doctors and tenants rights in 
mobile home parks. 

•Tm excited at the work 
the committee will be doing 
and proud my colleagues 
have chosen me to serve as 
its chairman.” 

“On education, the 
committee will have the task 


of preventing the governor’s 
recommended cut of one per 
cent of state aid to all school 
districts,” Faust said. “The 
governor recommended that 
the education funds must be 
cut to offset the loss of 
revenues from the 
elimination of the sales tax 
on food and drugs.” But the 
method he recommends 


would harm school districts 
in my area, forcing them to 
lose more on a per pupil 
basis than other districtus, 
such as Detroit. 

“The education com- 
mittee will have the task of 
devising a means to have 
school aid cuts absorbed 
equally in all districts of the 
state.” 


On his third committee 
assignment, Faust sees 
some difficult work ahead in 
consumer protection 
“I’m afraid I won t have 
much input into the 
agricultural end of the 
committee’s work,” he 
added “But as far as con- 
sumer affairs, I’m interested 
in an expansion of the holder 


and due course’ legislation 
which will come before the 
committee.” 

Under present state law, a 
consumer w'ho obtains funds 
to purchase an appliance 
through a lending institution 
and who does not receive 
satisfaction with that ap- 
pliance’s performance after 
the purchase, can force the 


lending institution as the 
“holder in due course” of the 
appliance to obtain either a 
refund or arrange the repair 
of that appliance. 

Plans are being made to 
extend that coverage to 
consumers for the purchase 
of automobiles in the 1975-75 
legislative session 


“It may be a real battle, 
with consumer groups in 
favor of it on one hand and 
automobile firms against it 
on the other,” he said. "I'm 
looking forward to the 
challenge of this session, and 
I’m hoping that my 
colleagues and I can make it 
valuable to all the citizens of 
Michigan.”

The future of a Romulus 
charitable organization 
which services needy per- 
sons throughout Western 
Wayne County is becoming 
more clouded each day. 

Directors of the Helping 
Hand Thrift Shop, who 
donate clothing and provide 
job and counseling referral, 
have been informed by the 
Romulus Community School 
District that they must 
vacate their facilities in the 
district’s Special Services 
Building on Washington 
Street by Jan. 1. The thrift 
shop has occupied at least 
one room there for eight 
years. 

Romulus School Supt 
Robert L. McConeghy said 
there is a “crucial” need for 
the space for school district 
purposes, but added it is 
unfortunate the district’s 
space needs have affected 
the thrift shop. 

“The thrift shop has done a 
truly remarkable service to 
the citizens of this com- 
munity in supplying 
essential items at very little 
or no cost,” McConeghy 
said. “But the school district 


now has reached the point 
where its need for additional 
space is crucial.” 

The superintendent added 
that the original agreement 
between the thrift shop and 
school district eight years 
ago allowed for use of the 
building “until it is needed 
for school purposes.” 

Florence Klein, shop 
director, said she harbors no 
ill feeling toward the school 
district for closing the doors 
on the thrift shop, but instead

producing no results. Instead 
of being lured into the 
‘corral’ with apples and hay 
and tripping the gate closed 
on them, the estimated 20-60 
deer are staying away.

The WCRC contends the 
deer pose a threat to air- 
planes landing on and 
departing from the main 
southwest - to - northeast 
runway, and a spokesman 
said deer have had to be 
chased off the runway on 
occasion. 

WCRC Executive Director 
James Davey last week he is 
“not prepared to risk a 
single human life for the life 
of a deer,” but consented to 
tempt to capture the deer. 
Davey added that the deer 
would be shot, if the cap- 
turing plan fails. 

As of yesterday morning, 


no deer were reported to 
have visited the corrals to 
investigate the aropia of the 
apples and hay, the WCRC 
spokesman said. He added 
that he feared it was because 
the deer have adequate food 
available in the woods. 

The spokesman said zoo 
officials claimed the traps 
would take “four, five or six 
days” to lure any deer, but it 
has been six days since the 
first corral was built. 

TTie deer, reportedly semi- 
tame, feed at night and 
remain secluded during the 
daylight hours, causing 
additional problems.

Recessing criticized 

Do legislators earn their pay?

The Legislature came back to town 
this week, getting here just in time to 
recess for Thanksgiving 

It’s been two months since the full- 
time lawmakers held a session and 
they’ve met onlv two weeks since they 
took off in July for the primary cam- 
paign trail The word is they'll be here 
three weeks or so. counting 
Thanksgiving week, and then go home 
for good 

Usually they come back into session 
sooner in November than they did this 
year, but then recess for deer hunting 
season. They always catch a lot of heat 
for recessing to go drink beer, play 
cards and maybe shoot a deer or two. 
however. So this year, they did it dif- 
ferently They didn’t come back at all 
until after deer season started, so thev 


couldn’t be criticized for recessing 

The main item of business facing 
them is how to implement the repeal of 
the sales tax on food and prescription 
drugs voted by the people in November 
As soon as they have taken care of that, 
they’ll probably go home for good 

The only other real item of interest 
for them is finishing the splitting up of 
the goodies for the new session in 
January The wheeling and dealing is 
on in earnest for committee assign- 
ments, office space assignments and 


other prerequisites of the position they 
hold 

/Ml of this goes on while Michigan 
faces its worst economic picture in 
years People across the country aren’t 
buying cars and when that happens 
Michigan’s economy goes to hell Now, 
there are a lot of things the Legislature 
can’t do in the field of the economy. It is 
a national situation to be dealt with 
mainly by national government. 

But it might not be too much to ask if 
a few of them thought about the 


situation for a while and if some sort of 

attempt were made to lighten the load 
But the lawmakers have been so busy 
getting themselves reelected they 
haven’t really paid that much attention 
to the situation, except to make some 
vague promises 

For example, over the years prophets 
have tried to get Michigan less 
dependent on one industry and more 
diversified The slack in car sales 
shows why that is necessary and now 
would be a good time to launch some 
new initiatives for diversification, if the 


lawmakers would pay some attention to 
the problem 

There was a great deal of wailing and 
gnashing of teeth earlier this year when 
lawmakers received a small raise to 
$18,050 per year for the next two years. 
It was duly noted that this really was a 
small salary to dangle in front of a 
professional man and ask him to go into 
public service 

But when lawmakers spend so little 
time in session and do so little outside of 
the session, it becomes harder to work 
up any real tears for them They still 


the state, especially those being laid off 
of auto production lines as Christmas 
comes on the horizon.. 

In truth, this year the lawmakers 
have spent no more time in session thrfn 
lawmakers in states where the 
legislature still is viewed as a part-time 
institution. There is a difference, 
however— in those states, special study 
committees are set up in off periods to 
study particular problems and draw- up 
proposed legislation Michigan 
lawmakers, with no official down time, 
don’t get into that 

At any rate, the next time law makers 
start to cry about their pay or their 
public image, they would do well to 
remember they have only themselves 
to blame And one way of turning things 
around might be to start working full 
time in exchange for a full-time salary. 
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As we see it

Scientists warn about new discovery

. Question: What do the atomic bomb, 
refrigeration units and aerosol spray 
cans have in common? 

Answer: They all could lead to 
destruction of the protective shield in 
the earth’s outer atmosphere which 
protects us all from the worst of the 
sun’s ultraviolet radiation. 

Scientists have known for years of the 
many potential dangers of the atomic 
bomb. But it is only this year that the 
potential danger posed by refrigeration 


units and aerosol spray cans has been 
discovered 

The result has been a surge of con- 
cern which included the introduction of 
a bill in the Michigan Legislature to ban 
the use of the potentially dangerous 
substance. 

The potential villain in this problem 
is the substance which makes the cans 
squirt and refrigerators cool. It is a 
family of gases known as halomethanes 
and commonly called freon. 

The advantage to freon has been that 
it is odorless, colorless and tasteless. It 


doesn’t mix with any other substance so 
it makes a perfect propellant. And if it 
escapes into a room it is harmless. 
There are other gases which have the 
same cooling or propelling properties, 
but they either contaminate the other 
substance in the spray can or are 
dangerous if they escape into the at- 
mosphere 

Scientists have assumed the 
halomethanes were harmless because 
they don’t react with other components 
of the atmosphere, are relatively in- 
soluble in water and there are no known 


mechanisms for biologically breaking 
them down. ' 

However, earlier this, year two 
researchers at the University of 
California said that these gases can be 
broken down by radiation levels 
present in the stratosphere— that 
portion of the stratosphere located 15 to 
50 kilometers above the earth’s surface 
When they are broken down, chlorine 
atoms are freed and other researchers 
have discovered that chlorine atoms 
break down ozone. Ozone is the sub- 
stance in the stratosphere which 


screens out 99 per cent of the ultraviolet 
radiation coming from the sun to the 
earth. 

High intensities of the radiation are 
harmful to life and most scientists 
agree that surface life on earth evolved 
only after the ozone layer was formed 

Researchers don’t yet understand the 
degree of the problem presented by- 
freon. but they know if there is a 
problem something should be done 
about it pretty- soon A recent article in 
Science magazine stated that roughly 
55 million tons of the two gases have 


been produced in the history’ of the 
world. But production rapidly has in- 
creased so that this year alone another 
11 million tons will have been made. 

The problem is compounded by the 
fact the gases are extremely stable and 
scientists believe that nearly all the 
halomethanes which have been 
produced still are resident in the at- 
mosphere That means if there already 
is a problem, the only thing a total halt 
would do would be to stop aggravating 
the problem.

Calls it 'stagflation'

President Ford acknowledges 


The White House is acknowledging 
that the U S. economy is ‘moving into a 
recession ” This gets President Ford 
into the company of economists who 
have been using the term with greater 
frequency as the mass of economic 
statistics accumulated over the past 
several months 

Whether We are in a recession, or 
whether we use the term ''stagflation” 
to describe our plight, the combination 
of inflation and a business slump is 
serious and getting more serious. 

It is a battle that has to be fought. 

The big question is what the "lame 
duck” 93rd Congress coming back from 
an election recess w'ill be inclined to do. 

House Speaker Carl Albert has 


remarked that he doubts if anyone 
expects Congress to "turn around the 
worldwide inflation bv Thanksgiving ” 
No one does, but with layoffs in the auto 
industry now- numbering more than 
84,000 and the next calculation of the 
unemployment rate almost sure to 
exceed six per cent, the current 
Congress may find it hard to plead that 
it is too "lame” to work, too "lame” to 
respond to cries for some meaningful 
moves to counter inflation or recession 
or both 

In the wings is a 94th Congress, to be 
seated in January, even more weighted 
with liberal Democrats than the 93rd 
and carrying an election "mandate” to 
do something for the economy 


Regardless of what prescription the 
administration’s economists might be 
writing, the new Congress may feel 
compelled to grab the ball and run with 
it in some new direction 

This does not auger well for Ford's 
hope to keep the government wedded to 
the "old-time religion” of fiscal 
prudence and monetary restraint 

Achieving a balanced budget in the 
next fiscal year— a key element of anti- 
inflation strategy— may be impossible 
without a tax increase or major cuts in 
costly social programs. 

The new- Congress is not likely to 
regard those alternatives as in keeping 
with its "mandate.”

The President’s earlier reluctance to 
say that there is a recession under way 
has had a beneficial effect It very 
properly emphasized that our No. 1 
problem is inflation, and that the 
business slump, no matter how bad it 
gets, has to be endured with all its 
consequences as part of the process of 
getting rid of the inflationary virus. 

However, if the current Congress or 
the new one takes the approach that 
curing inflation is less important than 
treating its symptoms, retreating to 
economic controls or a new- ^spree of 
deficit spending, then the outlook for 
returning to a truly healthy economy 
one that is free, stable and productive 
is bleak 


Will new Congress 
face our problems?

The newly-elected Congress is 
making plans to move on to 
Washington, and those of us left behind 
wonder what to expect. 

Of some things we can be certain 
Soon after their arrival in Washington, 
the new- Congressmen will line up for 
the free haircuts at the barbershops the 
taxpayers underwrite, they’ll load their 
payrolls with kinfolk and supporters, 
and they’ll start fondling the travel 
brochures to plan the overseas junkets 
we will finance. 

But there are uncertainties as w r ell as 
certainties in the future of the new' 
Congress For example, will they do 
what they were elected to do? Or for 
that matter, can they do w'hat they were 
elected to do? 

Hubert Humphrey issued a kind of 
warning to the newcomers when he said 
after the election "Democrats 
beware! Now' you have to deliver ” 

Deliver what'* 

It is an accepted fact that the turn- 


over in Congress was the result of 
voter dismay in two areas— the 
economy ana political morality 
There is serious doubt whether 
Congress can do anything effective in 
one area. There is serious doubt 
whether Congress wants to do anything 
in the other area 

Most if not all of the people elected to 
office (even the office of dogcatcher) 
promised during their campaigns to do 
something about the economy, about 
inflation and recession which are 
hurtling along side by side 
Actually, a large and diverse group 
cannot realistically be expected to do 
much about inflation 

Congress can be effective, however, 
in cooperating with the President if he 
is moving far enough and fast enough 
against inflation — or in prodding him if 
he is not moving in the right direction or 
with the right speed 
Congress also could be effective in 
improving political morality, but that is 
not very likely The new Congressmen 
already are pondering means of getting 
re-elected next time

“As these figures show, 
snowmobiling is much safer 
if enjoyed on trails and open 
areas, specially designated 
for the sport, “ the auto club 
official said. 

Ratke added that darkness 
also was a factor in more 
than 75 percent of last 
season's fatal snowmobile 
accidents. Twenty-five 
fatalities occurred between 6 
p.m. and 6 a m. 

“Based on the 1973-74 
death toll, the most poten- 
tially dangerous situation for 
a snowmobiler is to be 
operating his machine on or 
near a highway from 9 p.m. 
to3a.m., M he said. “Of the 17 
fatalities recorded during 
that time period, all but one 
were highway-related” 

The Auto club reminds 
snowmobilers that according 


to state law, children under 
12 years cannot operate a 
snowmobile on public 
property without adult 
supervision. Youngsters 
aged 12 to 15 years must pass 
an 8-hour DNR snowmobile 
safety course to drive on 
public property without 
adult supervision. Specific 
information on where these 
courses are offered can be 
obtained at DNR regional 
offices. 


WINTER SPECIAL 
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With the sales of 
snowmobiles expected to 
exceed last year’s mark 
throughout Michigan, the 
state is proving to be one of 
the most popular sites for 
use of the winter 
recreational vehicle. 

“Just 10 years ago, there 
were fewer than 1,500 
snowmobiles operating in 
Michigan,*’ said Joseph 
Ratke, AAA touring 
manager. “Now, the number 
of registered snowmobiles 
surpasses the total of 


licensed motorcycles in 
Michigan by more than 
85,000 vehicles.” 

Michigan snowmobilers 
will have access to more 
than 6.3 million acres of 
public land for their sport 
this winter. Available land 
includes more than 100,000 
acres at 70 state park and 
recreation areas, 58 marked 
trails covering 1,500 miles in 
state forests and more than 
six million acres of state and 
national forest open country. 

In addition, seven 


Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) public 
game areas will have trails 
and acreage open to 
snowmobilers from Jan. 1 to 
March 31, 1975. 

Auto Club said due to poor 
public response, the DNR is 
not leasing any private land 
in southern Michigan for 
open country snowmobiling 
as it has done during the two 
previous seasons. 

A DNR spokesman added 
that the department is 


conducting a pilot project 
near Grand Rapids to 
determine the feasibility of 
renting private land for trail 
use. 

Snowmobilers will not be 
allowed to run on state lands 
unless four or more inches of 
snow are on the ground. 
Vehicle entrance permits, 
costing $5, must be obtained 
for snowmobilers to be 
operated in sections of state 
parks and recreation areas 
designated for their use. The 
annual permits also are 


required for cars, trucks and 
other vehicles used to bring 
snowmobiles into these 
public areas. 

New public snowmobile 
trails, all in state forests in 
the Lower Peninsula are 
Gladwin Refuge in the 
Tittabawassee River State 
Forest near Meredith; 
Chandler Hills, Jordan River 
State Forest, near Boyne 
Falls; East Devils Lake, 
Alpena State Forest, near 
Alpena; North Branch, 
Otsego State Forest, near

system The total project cost associated with this alternative is S179.306.000 

Alternative B, Treatment of Combined Sewage Overflows, differs from 
Alternative A in that It proposes to treat the overflow of combined sewage 
before it enters the stream rather than attempting to eliminate the overflow 
The total project cost assodateefwith this alternative is $176,927,000 

Alternative C. Treatment of Combined Sewage Overflows and Surface 
Runoff, is basically an expansion of Alternative B Under Alternative C a 
portion of the most polluted portion of the basin s storm drainage ( "First 
Flush") would be treated in addition to the combined sewage overflows 
proposed under Alternative B The total project cost associated with this 
alternative is $182,047,000

And to add little pizzazz to 
the vegetable portion of the 
meal serve up Harvard beets 
and onions. 

APRICOT-NUT BREAD 

?4 cup dried apricots 
Viz cup Swift'ning Shortening 
V* cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 egg 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
3 4 cup milk 
1 cup chopped nuts 
Wash apricots. Cover with 
hot water. Let stand Vi hour. 
Drain. Cut into small pieces. 
Cream shortening sugar and 
salt together in large bowl. 
Add egg, beating well. Sift 
flour with baking powder. 
Add alternately with milk to 
shortening-sugar mixture. 
Stir only enough to blend 
ingredients well. Add 
apricots and nuts. Pour into 
a well greased 9-by 5-by 3- 
inch loaf pan. Bake in a 350 
degree oven for about 1 hour. 

MUSHROOM BREAD 

V 4 cup (Vi stick) margarine 
Vi pound mushrooms, finely 
chopped 

1 cup finely chopped onion 

2 cups mils 

3 tablespoons molasses 

4 teaspoons salt 

V< teaspoon pepper 
Vi cup warm water (105 
degrees-115 degrees) 

2 packages Fleischmann’s 
Dry Yeast 
1 egg 

1 cup wheat germ 
8 to 9 cups unsifted flour 
Melt 2 tablespoons 
margarine in large skillet 
over medium heat. Add 
mushrooms and onion and 
saute until onion is tender 
and liquid has evaporated. 
Cool. 

Scald milk; stir in 
molasses, salt and pepper. 
Cool to lukewarm Measure 
warm water in large warm 
bowl. Sprinkle in yeast; stir 


until dissolved. Add 
lukewarm milk mixture, 
mushrooms mixture, egg, 
wheat germ and 2 cups flour, 
beat until smooth. Stir in 
enough additional flour to 
make a stiff dough. Turn out 
onto lightly floured board; 
knead until smooth and 
elastic, about eighth to 10 
minutes. Place in greased 


bowl, turning to grease top. 
Cover; let rise in warm 
place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about one 
hour. 

Meanwhile, use four 30- 
ounce fruit or vegetable cans 
to prepare Mushroom pans 
(below). Punch dough down. 
Turn out onto lightly floured 
board. 


To make mushrooms divide 
dough into 4 equal pieces. 
Shape each piece into a 
smooth round ball. Place in 
prepared mushroom pans. 
Let rise, uncovered in warm 
place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about one 
hour. 

With finger tips gently 
press lower edge of 
mushroom cap down to meet 
foil-covered collar. Reshape 
cap if necessary. If desired 
brush mushrooms with a 
mixture of one egg beaten 
with one tablespoon water. 
Bake on lowest rack position 
at 400 degrees about 40 
minutes, or until done. 
Carefully remove from pans 
and cool on wire racks. 

To make loaves divide 
dough in half. Roll each half 
to a 14 - by 9-inch rectangle. 
Shape into loaves. Place in 2 
greased 9 - by 5 - by 3-inch 
loaf pans. Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk, about 
one hour. 

Bake at 400 degree about 
45 minutes, or until done. 
Remove from pans and cool 
on wire racks. 

Mushroom pans: Cut 4 
heavy cardboard squares 2 
inches wider than can 
opening. Trace can opening 
in center of squares and cut 
out. Cover rings with foil. 
Place rings over cans so they 
fit tightly around opening. 
Grease cans and foil collars 
well.

Fold seasoned pumpkin mixture into softened ice cream. 
Spoon into 3-quart mold. Place into freezer until ice cream 
sets or hardens. Meanwhile combine graham cracker 
crumbs and melted margarine. Remove mold from freezer. 
Gently pack down crumb mixture over ice cream in mold to 
form a crust. Place mold in freezer at least 24 hours. Unmold 
by setting into a pan of warm tap water. Invert onto chilled 
plate. Cover and return to freezer 2 or 3 hours. For easy 
slicing, place pumpkin bombe into refrigerator to temper 
about 15 minutes before serving. Garnish with whole pecans, 
if desired. Serve with Orange-Rum Sauce. 

ORANGE — RUM SAUCE 

Vfe cup granulated sugar 
4 teaspoons cornstarch 

3 4 cup freshly squeezed orange juice (2 oranges) 

V '4 cup water 

• 2 to 3 4 teaspoon rum extract 
1 cup orange sections 

In a saucepan, combine sugar and cornstarch. Slowly add 
orange juice and water, stirring constantly for a smooth 
blend. Cook over medium heat stirring constantly until sauce 
becomes clear and begins to thicken. Continue to cook gently 
approximately 5 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add rum 
extract and orange sections. Mix gently. Serve warm or cold 
over Pumpkin Ice Cream Bombe. 

If rum is used instead of rum extract, substitute v 4 cup rum 
for V4 water and eliminate the extract completely. 


THANKSGIVING 


It's time for turkey again! 


Turkey time once again is 
here and new homemakers 
as well as old pros are 
tackling the chore of fixing 
the annual Thanksgiving 
dinner. 

For the experienced cook, 
the preparations are a 
familiar routine, but for the 
inexperienced cook readying 
and cooking the bird may 
seem like the impossible. 

In preparing the turkey for 
stuffing, the bird should be 
well thawed. The legs and 
tail should be freed from the 
tucked position, and the neck 
and giblets removed from 
the body cavity. 

The turkey itself should be 
rinsed and drained before 
the stuffing process begins. 

Allow for about three- 
quarters cup of dressing for 
each pound of the purchased 
weight of the turkey. Fill the 
body cavity lightly with the 
mixture. 

Return the tail and legs to 
the tucked position, secure 
the neck skin to the back of 
the turkey with a skewer, 
closing up the cavity, and the 
turkey is ready for the oven. 

For cooks unwilling to 
chance the bird to timing per 
pound while in the oven, a 
meat thermometer can be 
inserted into the center of the 
thigh next to the body, but 
not touching the bone. 

Those using the timing 
method should allow 3Vfc to 
four hours for turkeys 
weighing from eight to 12 
pounds. Add a half hour to 
the time, four to 4V2 hours 
and 4V2 to five hours, for 
birds weighing 12 to 16 
pounds and 16 to 20 pounds 
respectively. 

However, turkeys topping 
the scales at 20 to 24 pounds 
should be left in the oven 
from five to six hours. 

When the turkey becomes 
light brown in color, the 
breast should be covered 
with aluminum foil to 
prevent overbrowning. 

To check if the turkey is 
done, be sure the meat 
thermometer is in its 
original position. The thigh

temperature should be at 180 
to 185 degrees. Press thigh 
and drumstick. The meat 
should be soft. Then prick 
the skin at the thigh. The 
meat juices should no longer 
be pink.

TURKEY STUFFING 

Cooked, chopped turkey 
giblets 


8 cups bread cubes, toasted 
3 squares butter or 
margarine 

8 large onions, chopped 

1 small bunch celery, stalks 
and leaves, chopped 

cup parsley, leaves only, 
minced 

2 to 3 cloves garlic, minced 
(optional) 

1*2 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
2*2 tablespoons poultry 
seasoning 

Reserved liquid from giblets 


Melt butter or margarine 
in heavy skillet; cook 
vegetables until soft, but not 
wilted Do not brown. Add 
seasonings, cooked giblets 
and toss with bread cubes. 
Stir in about 1 cup hot liquid 
from giblets Cool. 

Yield: Stuffing for 16-18 
pound turkey. 

To cook giblets: In small 
saucepan over high heat, 
heat to boiling giblets (heart, 
liver and gizzard), neck, 1 
celery stalk, cut up, 1 
medium onion, 1 teaspoon 
salt and enough water to 
cover. Reduce heat to low; 
cover and simmer 30 
minutes for small giblets, 1 
hour for large ones or until 
fork-tender. Drain, reser- 
ving liquid for making 
stuffing or gravy. Discard 
celery and onion. Coarsely 
chop giblets, remove meat 
from neck, discard bones. 
NOTE: Stuffing can be 
baked in a covered casserole 
in preheated 350 degrees 
oven about 30 minutes.

You may be able to soon 
By the end of 1974. certain 
food products will be 
wearing new labels complete 
with nutrition information 
If a nutrient is added to 
any product or if a 
nutritional claim is made for 
the food, the product nust 
have full nutritional 
labeling. 

"Serving size, number of 
servings in the package, and 
the calories, protein, car- 
bohydrate and fat in a ser- 
ving will be on the label,’’ 
says Portia Morris, 
Michigan State University 
nutrition specialist. 

“Also required is the 
amount of protein, Vitamin 
A and C, thiamine, calcium, 
iron and vitamins B6 and B12 
expressed a s a percentage 
of the U.S. recommended 
daily allowances,’’ she adds 
Until now, many product 
labels expressed the amount 
of vitamins as a percentage 
of the minimum daily 
requirements. 


Although nutritional 
labeling isn’t required for 
most foods, (those without 
added vitamins and 
mtritional claims), many 
companies are voluntarily 
putting the labels on their 
products to give the con- 
sumer additional sources for 
nutritional information 
Since mast people are un- 
familiar with the nutritive 
\alue of food items, they 
may learn which products 
are good sources of Vitamin 
A, etc.

It must be one of the most difficult decisions in a man’s life 
when he is asked to choose between his work and what he 
sincerely believe is right to obey the will of the majority’ 
which he may feel is wrong.

And I wonder about this because this is the situation that 
the two Garden City high school coaches, Chris Babler and 
Billy Joe Young, have been placed. 

The Garden City Education Association, the bargaining 
agent for the teachers in that city, has asked all teachers and 
coaches to withhold services, including extra-curricular 
services, meaning coaching, during the teachers’ strike. 

IF BABLER and Billy Joe Young - and the other coaches 
agree to the union demands, then they will betray the 
youngsters w'hom most have worked with all year, including 
the summer; if the coaches decide not to withhold their 
services and continue to prepare their teams, then they 
become outlaws in their own organizations.

Either way the coaches can’t win. 

Either way the coaches are losers. 

And, it’s about time that unions and boards of educations 
quit using coaches and sports as pawns in their negotiations. 
Somewhere in those negotiations someone must insert a 
coach’s Bill of Rights.” 

And in that Bill should be included: 

That the board or bargaining agent will not make any 
demands upon a coach to withhold services while 
negotiations between the two parties are going on; 

That sports, finlike the academic curricular, is unique in 
that I he academic curricula can be made up. w hile sports 
events cancelled by strikes can’t Therefore 
a scheduled athletic event should be conducted during any 
such negotiations; 

That no coach should be placed in a situation where he 
would have to give up his team or athletes to administrative 
personnel while strike negotiations are going on; 

That a coach w ill have the right to refuse, if he chooses, not 
to coach a team during a strike, however, once the decision is 
made either to coach or not he must stick to that decision 
during the duration of the strike; 

That a coach should not be penalized either by the union or 
a board for making his decision; 

That since the success and safety of an athlete is on the 
shoulders of the coach, facilities will be guaranteed him 
during any strike period 

That this Bill of Rights can be amended in the future by any 
coach who suffers injustices not herein ennumerated

Billy's trial: a sorry sequel

Few things in this world 
are as disappointing as 
seeing a cherished and 
respected hero make a fool 
of himself. Unfortunately, 
Tom Laughlin does just that 
in his re-creation of the role 
that made him a folk idol in 
the 1971 sleeper, ‘‘Billy 
Jack " 

“The Trial’of Billy Jack," 
touted as the film that “takes 
up where ‘Billy Jack' left 
off." picks up the basic 
premise of the earlier box 
office smash and carries it 
into the realm of the 
ridiculous 

When we last saw Billy— a 
half-breed Vietnam veteran 
who roams the area around a 
western freedom school, 
protecting its pacifistic 
headmistress and studenj^s 
from the red-necked 
populace of a nearby town— 
he had just dispatched a 
crooked sheriff, the rapist 
son of the town's slimy boss, 
and several faceless bullies 
who delighted in torturing 
Indian children 
The film told us that

in- 


justice does exist in 
America, and carried the 
subtle message that 
violence, though sometimes 
gratifying, is certainly not a 
solution 

Now cut to the sequel, 
the anxiously-awaited “trial 
of Billy Jack." We learn 
within the first half-hour of 
the film that Billy was found 
guilty of involuntary man- 
slaughter in the death of 
Bernard Posner, despite 
Posner’s brutal rape of 
Billy’s girlfriend 

While he serves his sen- 
tence. the students back at 
the freedom school are 
whipped into a frenzy of 
action And there, as they 
say, is the rub 

Suddenly, government 
grants begin to pour into the 
school, allowing the students 
to establish their own 
television broadcast station 


'Miceand Men' 
opens Dec. 11 


As if by magic, the 
youngsters are transformed 
into some of the top in- 
vestigative reporters and 
psychology experts in the 
nation. 

The town’s red-necks 
cringe as the students expose 
one massive injustice after 
another, as one or another of 
them constantly reminds us, 
“You could get killed doing 
things like this." 

Suffice it to say that many 
of them do get killed in a 
climactic massacre ala Kent 
State and My Lai Prior to 
this, the cast makes sure 
that we know who the bad 
guys a re. presenting them as 
caricatures of ignorance, 
hate and ugliness. 

The film obviously tries to 
tell us that violence is ugly, 
using gallons of cinematic 
blood and several obligatory 
karate sequences to un- 
derscore the point 

Billy Jack is still the 
staunch defender of his 
sheepish friends, but his 
inner-conflict is gone. In the 
first film, he seemed 
seriously to grapple with the 
problem of pacifism vs 
violence as a solution to 
injustice 

In the sequel, despite a 


drawn-out hallucinogenic 
sequence detailing a search 
for his inner-self, Billy 
seems to have given up on 
pacifism entirely. 

His real trial, it appears, is 
whether or not he can learn 
to be a forgiving, whole man, 
or remain at the animal level 
dependent upon meeting 
force with force. 

Billy loses in both his 
courtroom trial and his inner 
trial, .and filmmaker 
Laughlin leaves the entire 
question open. And the 
audience leaves the theater 
with a strange sense of 
foreboding that this can only 
mean another sequel is 
imminent

For fund renewal 


Commissioners issue plea 


An urgent plea to Congress 
for renewal of federal 
revenue sharing has been 
issued by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

“Failure to continue the 
revenue sharing program 
could result in a virtual 
collapse of public services in 
urban areas throughout the 
nation.” said Board 
Chairman Robert E. Fitz- 
Patrick, whose resolution 
urging renewal was adopted 
unanimously by the board on 
Nov. 21. He added: 


“Adoption of the revenue 
sharing program in 1972 was 
one of the most important 
federal actions of the 1970s. 
It returned to those closest to 
the problems— local elected 
officials— some ability to 
deal with those problems. It 
is vital that the program be 
continued.” 

FitzPatrick added that 
Wayne County is receiving 
approximately $15 million in 
federal revenue sharing 
funds this year. 

“Without these funds, we 
would be unable to maintain 


needed public services in 
fields such as health and 
medical care, law en- 
forcement and child care,” 
he said. 

“That money represents at 
least 20 per cent of the 
county payroll of some $90 
million.” 

Revenue sharing money 
goes into the county general 
fund and is allocated along 
with other revenues to 
. support all county services. 
More than 56 per cent of the 
budget is devoted to health 
and related programs. 


The 5-year revenue 
sharing program established 
under the State and Local 
Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972 
expires in 1977.
